US. gasoline prices increased nearly 33 cents 
in a two-week period, the second-biggest 
price jump in the history of the gasoline 
market, according to a new survey of filling 
stations. 

The latest Lundberg Survey of cities in 
the continental U.S. was conducted Friday 
It showed the national average for a price 
of self-serve unleaded gasoline at $3.51, an 
increase of 32.7 cents from the survey two 
weeks earlier, survey publisher Trilby Lund- 
berg said. 

The jump was the biggest since a 38 -cent 
hike between August and September of 2005. 
At the time, the price increase was driven by 
damage caused by Hurricane Katrina. 

“This time around, the spike comes not 
from nature, but from people,” Lundberg 
said. “The armed struggle in Libya has 
shocked international oil markets and here it 
is at the pump.” 

As the fighting between opposition forc- 
es and Libyan leader Moammar Gadhafi’s 
troops begins to look more like a civil war, 
expect prices to continue to rise, she said. 

Prices have risen nearly 82 cents since Sep- 
tember, the survey found. 

While Libya is not among the top suppli- 
ers of U.S. oil, and only 3 percent of Libyan 
oil exports head to the U.S., global econom- 
ics link the events there to the pumps at 
home. 

Libya produces a light, high-gravity crude 
oil that is most in demand by less complex 
refineries around the world, Lundberg said. 
As this oil becomes unavailable, it forces 
buyers of crude to substitute crude with 
similar properties from other oil producers, 
thereby increasing demand and starting a 
change reaction that raises prices of crude 
and gasoline in the U.S. 

The current average price of $3.51 is 
61 cents below the all-time high price re- 
corded in July 2008. Today’s price is 78 cents 
higher than a year ago, Lundberg said. 

On a side note, Lundberg noted that the 
rising gas prices could dampen the nation’s 
economic recovery Gas demand— one of 
the reflections of the American economy— 
has been growing at a rate of i percent, she 
said. 

“Higher prices today are certainly capable 
of halting that gasoline demand growth, 
which would reflect bad news in the econo-

How controversial is the Chicago MC? 
Even Fiasco is taking shots at his album

To call Lupe Fiasco an MC who charts his own path and 
courts controversy is an understatement. 

The West Side-born lyricist and observant Muslim shuns 
materialism, steers clear of alcohol and even largely avoided 
profanity in his two most recent albums. While many 
mainstream rappers wrap their verses around spinning rims, 
shapely video vixens and exotic cars. Fiasco focuses on topics 
including conflict diamonds, foreign policy and the hypocrisy 
he sees among politicians. 

Fiasco continues that focus on his long-awaited third studio 
album, “L.A.S.E.R.S.,” due out Tuesday after a protracted battle 
with his label, Atlantic Records, over song ownership rights and 
the singles being selected for radio airplay A grass-roots fan pro- 
test may have helped end the battle, according to Fiasco^s own 
online postings about the situation, but the album turned out 
much more “pop” than the MC would have liked, he told 
Complex magazine in the days before the release.

Will fans accept the new style? 

Lupe Fiasco may be “neutral” to the songs on 
“L.A.S.E.R.S.” after having to bow to what he described 
as label pressures to embrace a more commercial sound. 
But some fans who talked to RedEye are concerned af- 
ter hearing songs, including “The Show Goes On,” which 
samples Modest Mouse’s “Float On.” 

South Side DJ and longtime fan Melvin Jefferson said 
he still will give the album a fighting chance. 

“It’s a lot different than what I’m used to hearing,” Jef- 
ferson said of his listening of “L.A.S.E.R.S.” “The lyrics 
are still great, he’s got the same flow, but the music is a 

little commercial in my opinion.” 

Vibe magazine editor-in-chief Jermaine Hall says other fans are intrigued by Fiasco’s style 
shift, but suspects build-up alone will help the MC’s sales, pop or not. 

“Who else could be in a fight with a label and have no album out and still tour the world 
and to an impressive audience at that?” Hall asked. “Lupe’s got real fans. They love him.”

“One thing I try to stress about this proj- 
ect is, I love and hate this album,” Fiasco, who 
canceled an interview with RedEye because 
of travel plans, told Complex. “I listen to it 
and I’ll like some of the songs. But when I 
think about what it took to actually get the 
record together and everything that I went 
through on this record— which is something 
I can’t separate— I hate this album. 

‘A lot of the songs that are on the album, I’m 
kinda neutral to,” he said, referring to tracks in- 
cluding the first single, “The Show Goes On.” 

But the songs that do reflect Fiasco’s re- 
nowned rap rebel approach, including ‘All 
Black Everything” and “Words I Never Said,” 
have sparked discussion and controversy In 
the latter case. Fiasco takes a jab at President 
Obama. 

Fiasco’s “Words I Never Said” verses take 
on Glenn Beck and Rush Limbaugh, and ref- 
erence Obama’s foreign policy with respect to 
Palestine. 

He raps: “Limbaugh is a racist, Glenn Beck 
is a racist/Gaza Strip was getting burned, 
Obama didn’t say {bleepl/That’s why I ain’t 
vote for him, next one either.” 

This marks Fiasco’s second public dig at 
Obama, who generally is favored in the rap 
community, according to Vibe magazine’s 


editor-in-chief, Jermaine Hall. 

Back in 2008, Fiasco and fellow Chicago 
rapper-turned-politician Che “Rhymefest” 
Smith sparred verbally because Fiasco refused 
to support then-candidate Obama during the 
elections. 


Though some artists have drawn fire for 
expressing unpopular political views (think 
the Dixie Chicks vs. then-president George 
W Bush in 2003), Fiasco does not net that 
same kind of criticism, sociology and hip-hop 
experts said. 


“You expect Lupe to be very unwavering 
in his honesty and not afraid to say what he 
believes,” said Stephanie Shonekan, the direc- 
tor of black music studies at Columbia Col- 
lege Chicago. Shonekan said that Fiasco is not 
held to the same standard as mainstream art- 
ists, and she specifically cited Gucci Mane, a 
mainstream rapper known more for style than 
substance. 

“Unlike other rap artists, fans may respect 
that he is different and that is part of why he 
is admired,” Shonekan said, adding that— un- 
like the Dixie Chicks— Fiasco is not consid- 
ered part of “the {mainstream} machine” in 
the music world. 

Hall called Fiasco’s stance a risk, not with 
fans, but with hip-hop colleagues, since 
Obama enjoys the support of influential art- 
ists including Jay-Z, who campaigned for him 
and has visited with him in the White House, 
and Y)ung Jeezy who — along with Jay-Z — re- 
corded “My President is Black” in honor of 
Obama’s win. But Hall said Fiasco’s position 
is not likely to change. 

‘Anyone who has ever met this guy knows 
he says what he thinks,” Hall said with a 
chuckle. “I’ll bet you he wouldn’t care if other 
rappers were offended by what he says about 
Obama.” kkyles@tribune.com

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Southwest Airlines is hoping new technology will improve its on-time performance at Midway, alex garcia/tribune 

The tech effect 

Midway eyeing new ways to make Southwest flights more efficient

Planes gliding to a landing and flying out of 
Chicago’s two airports are like water and 
oil— they do not mix. 

It’s all one air space, but highly choreo- 
graphed flight patterns are necessary to 
keep planes serving Midway clear of air 
traffic heading to and departing O’Hare. 

O’Hare, with about four times the num- 
ber of flights operating at Midway almost 
always receives preferential treatment 
from the Federal Aviation Administration 
in terms of the combination of runways 
used at the airfields. 

That isn’t helping ease the mounting 
flight delays at Midway; and it doesn’t do 
anything to soothe the headaches for the 
airport’s dominant carrier. Southwest Air- 
lines. Midway posted the worst record for 
on-time departures among the nation’s 
largest airports in 2010, according to the 
U.S. Department of Transportation. South- 


west, which operates its largest hub at Mid- 
way, placed loth among the top 18 U.S. air- 
lines last year for on-time flights. 

While Southwest officials work to iron 
out the kinks in the airline’s schedule, an 
emerging satellite-based technology offers 
opportunities to reverse the slide in on- 
time performance and make better use of 
airspace. But like all breakthroughs, wide- 
scale implementation will take time. 

Southwest recently began using a new 
type of precision navigation that elimi- 
nates the circling approaches that jetliners 
often fly into Midway to avoid conflicts 
with O’Hare flights and to skirt interfer- 
ence from WiUis Tower. 

The new navigation tool works with 
GPS technology to guide planes into Mid- 
way, potentially allowing more flights in 
and out of the airport— a big boost espe- 
cially when the weather is less than perfect. 

So far only a few specially equipped 


Southwest planes flown by pilots certified 
on the procedures can take advantage of 
the new system, called Required Naviga- 
tion Performance, or RNP Southwest in 
January rolled out RNP at ii airports. 

“It’s common to move slowly at the out- 
set of any new procedure until everybody 
is comfortable with it,” FAA spokesman 
Lynn Lunsford said. 

Routing planes using RNP allows pilots 
to stay on a precisely defined path over 
the ground, minimizing the importance of 
which runways O’Hare needs to use, as dic- 
tated by wind direction.

Sex prof: 
l*m sorry 
for demo

The beleaguered Northwestern University 
professor who allowed a live sex show on 
campus last month issued a tepid, slightly 
defensive apology Saturday saying that 
while he wouldn’t make the same decision 
again, he would give those who disapprove 
of what he did an “F” for their arguments. 

“Those who believe that there was, in 
fact, a serious problem have had consider- 
able opportunity to explain why: in the nu- 
merous media stories on the controversy or 
in their various correspondences with me,” 
J. Michael Bailey a psychology professor, 
wrote in a statement. “But they have failed 
to do so. Saying that the demonstration 
‘crossed the line,’ ‘went too far,’ ‘was inap- 
propriate,’ or ‘was troubling’ convey disap- 
proval but do not illuminate reasoning.” 

Bailey has been under fire since news of 
the Feb. 21 demonstration became public. 

More than 100 students from Bailey’s 
human sexuality class watched the op- 
tional, after-class demonstration, during 
which a woman got undressed, lay down on 
a towel and allowed her fiance to penetrate 
her with a device that looks like a machine- 
powered saw, but with a phallic object at- 
tached instead of a blade. The demonstra- 
tion followed a discussion about kinky sex 
and female orgasms. 

In his statement, Bailey said he regrets 
“the effect that this has had on Northwest- 
ern University’s reputation, and I regret 
upsetting so many people in this particular 
manner. I apologize.” 

He added: “In the 18 years I have taught 
the course, nothing like the demonstration 
at issue has occurred, and I will allow noth- 
ing like it to happen again.”

MUMBAI A fire in a Mumbai slum 
destroyed the one-room shack of 
“Slumdog Millionaire” child actress Ru- 
bina Ali, leaving her family homeless, Ali 
said. 

The fire also swept through hundreds 
of tenements late Friday near railway 
tracks where Ali continued to live even 
after gaining global recognition. Nobody 
was hurt in the fire. 

Ali, who shot to international fame 
for her role in Danny Boyle’s Academy 
Award-winning 2008 film, “Slumdog Mil- 
lionaire,” said she lost most of her belong- 
ings including precious photographs tak- 
en during her trip to L.A. for the Oscars 
ceremony. 

“We only have a few clothes left, we 
tried hard to salvage whatever we could 
before the fire spread. My pictures at the 
Oscars, all my memories, are all gone,” Ali 
said as the rest of the family huddled un- 
der one blanket. 

Wisps of smoke rose from the slum as 
Ali and her family rummaged through the 
ashes, trying to salvage their possessions. 

Ali was 8 when she played the role of 
the young Latika in Boyle’s Oscar-win- 
ning film, and her journey from the slum 
to the Oscar stage made international 
headlines. 

Peanut butter 
recall in Illinois?

The possible discovery of salmonella 
has prompted a limited recall of Skippy 
reduced-fat peanut butter spreads sold in 
16 states, its parent company announced. 

Unilever issued a press release Friday 
detailing a voluntary recall of Skipp/s 
“Reduced Fat Creamy” and “Reduced Fat 
Super Chunk” brands. The recall applies 
only to these branded items distributed 
in Arkansas, Connecticut, Delaware, Il- 
linois, Iowa, Maine, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Nebraska, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New Tbrk, North Dakota, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and Wisconsin.

“The Walking Dead” became an instant hit when it 
debuted on Halloween night, giving AMC another 
feather in its quality TV cap that started with “Mad 
Men” and “Breaking Bad.” 

The show’s amazing first season contained just six 
episodes, so fans of the zombie apocalypse story are 
clamoring for more. It’s getting a second season this fall, 
but there’s no need to wait that long. The DVD and 
Blu-ray sets include all the episodes and are packed with 
fun extras that take fans behind the scenes. 

Executive-produced by Frank Darabont and 
based upon the graphic novels by Robert Kirkman (a 
writer-producer for the series), “TWD” packs all the 
skull-splitting, limb-ripping action you would expect 
to see in a zombie drama. But it’s so much more than 
a gross-out gore-fest. 

The zombies aren’t the point of this story that’s 
masterfully told by Darabont, Kirkman and Co. They 
drive the deeply absorbing plot that explores how 
the survivors fight to retain their compassion— their 
humanity— when choices are taken from them.

Southern town’s people dead or reanimated as zombie 
“walkers,” comes upon a legless zombie when he grabs 
an abandoned bicycle. 

Later, after learning what has happened to the 
world while he was asleep, he returns to find the zom- 
bie still pulling herself through the grass. “I’m sorry 
this happened to you,” he says as he puts a bullet 
through her skull. 

It’s just one of many moving moments, made even 
more powerful by the performances of cast members 
such as Lincoln, Sarah Wayne Callies,Jon Bernthal, Lau- 
rie Holden, Steven Tfeun, Emma Bell, Norman Reedus, 
Jeffry DeMunn and Melissa Suzanne McBride. 

We meet several of these actors in the extras 
segments that include a “making of” featurette, set 
tours, interview cHps and separate, in-depth discus- 
sions about each episode. (Shocked by the ax scenes 
in “Guts”? So were the actors.)
